All traditional districts, JVSDs, community schools, and STEM districts will receive a Student 81 With-

drawal Error Report if they have any students reported with an 81 withdrawal code in the current year who 

were not reported as withdrawn at the end of the previous year. If a student was reported as enrolled in the 

district on the last day of school in the previous school year and was not reported as withdrawn, then it is 

not appropriate to report an 81 withdrawal code in the current year. Instead, the withdrawal should be 

reported on the Student Withdrawal Override (FC) Record or with either a Student Summer Withdrawal 

(FL) Record or a Student Attributes–Effective Date (FD) Record, a Student Standing (FS) Record, and a 

Student Demographic (GI) Record. 

If this report explanation—in concert with the EMIS Manual—does not answer your questions or 

help you to resolve your issues with this report, then the normal path to getting help with EMIS reporting 

should be followed.
